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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum: 

1  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
your  school. 

Since  the  enrollment  this  year  has  exceeded  by  nine  the 
figure  for  last  year  at  this  time,  this  situation  had  made  it  necessary 
to  divide  the  sixth  grade  so  that  one  part  is  with  grades  four  and 
five,  and  the  other  section  with  grades  seven  and  eight.  The 
enrollment  in  grades  one,  two  and  three  totals  forty  at  present 
writing,  and  has  even  reached  as  high  as  forty-two.  This  number 
is  far  too  many  pupils  for  one  teacher  to  handle,  expecially  in 
the  very  important  beginning  grades.  Another  classroom  and 
teacher  is  a  definite  need  in  order  to  make  it  possible  to  assign  two 
grades  to  each  teacher, 

Pre-school  census  figures  indicate  that  the  average  enroll- 
ment for  the  next  four  years  will  be  106  with  the  average  enroll- 
ment for  the  first  three  grades  at  42.  It  is  doubtful  that  there  will 
be  a  decrease  in  these  figures. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  desirability  of  insulating 
the  north  and  west  sides  of  the  building.  At  present,  children 
sitting  near  the  outer  walls  are  very  uncomfortable  on  cold  days. 
It  is  well  to  note  also  that  insulation  would  undoubtedly  result 
in  a  saving  on  the  fuel  bill. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Jernberg,  who  replaced  Mr.  Theodore  Page  this 
year,  is  teaching  grades  four,  five,  and  part  of  grade  six. 

Manuscript  writing  is  now  taught  in  grades  one,  two,  and 
the  first  semester  of  grade  three.  The  teaching  of  cursive  writing 
begins  in  the  second  semster  of  grade  three,  and  continues  through 
grade  eight. 
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The  testing  program  was  formerly  centered  at  grade  six. 
Plans  now  see  the  need  of  giving  achievement  tests  at  each  grade 
level  and  ability  tests  at  three  different  points  during  the  pupil's 
progress  through  the  grades.  The  results  of  this  testing  program 
should  be  of  considerable  assistance  in  determining  how  well  the 
educational  program  is  functioning. 

Social  science  texts  have  been  bought  for  grades  four  and 
five  this  year.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  complete  the 
language  series  texts  for  this  group  another  year.  Increased  en- 
rollment makes  it  necessary  to  buy  more  textbooks  for  the  upper 
grades,  and  since  many  of  the  textbooks  are  outdated,  it  seems 
advisable  to  make  changes  that  will  improve  the  educational  pro- 
gram.
